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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated Broome et al. (6,088,322). 

Broome et al. discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 4-12 show the diffraction type 
optical pickup lens having the converging lens formed with an aspheric surface of a first 
wavelength being converged at a first position (see Fig. 5), wherein the converging lens is 
formed with a zone plate having a wavelength selectively that a luminous flux having a second 
wavelength converged at a second position whereas the luminous flux having the first 
wavelength is transmitted there through (see Fig. 8), and the converging lens is transparent to the 
luminous fluxes having the first and second wavelengths (see also Figs. 4, 5 and 8), as set forth 
in the claims. Further the reference shows the plate zone being constituted by a concentric 
grating having a stepped cross section (see Figs. 12), the first and second beam of different 
wavelength focuses on different positions of different medium having different thickness from 
each other, and also the different medium includes all CD formats (inherently including CD-R) 
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and DVD (see columns 1 and 3-4), as set forth in the dependent claims. See also the description 
of the apparatus and figures for further details relating the limitations as set forth in the claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the diffraction 
type optical pickup lens of claim 1 having the further limitations as set forth in claims 3 and 6, 
and as disclosed in the specification. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Ota et al. (6,429,972) discloses an optical pickup having a diffraction lens having a step 
section for use of optical beams having different wavelengths.
